Spring Sittings of Court of Chancery. 


This Court was opened on the 24th April 
ult, for the examination of witnesses and hear- 
ing of causes,—the Chancellor, the Hon Mr, 
Vankoughnet, presiding. There were 10 causes 
on the docket, 

‘The Brst in order, and perhaps in looal in- 
terest and importance, was the suit brought 
by the Hon, Robert Rend and nine others a- 
gainst Albert L. Smith and Charles George 
Levesconte, defendants, ‘I'he Bil) was filed in 
this cause in consequence of an ineffectual at 
tempt to get the dort of Chancery to open 
up a foreclosure, and set aside a final order 
obtained by one Peter Ruttan against all the 
parties to this suit, and a number of others. 

twas rgmarked at the tria: that the whole 
trouble was probably traceable to the inartifi 
ci lly drawing of a Will by @ person who had 
introduced into it words which have a techni- 
cal and peculiar meaning in law, in ignorance 
of their effeot, and thereby involved the testa 
tor’s estate in endless litigation. The whole 
case seems to haye turned on two points, one 
a question of fact, the other of law or abstract 
equity ; the former being settled at the hear- 
ing. the latter remaining to be decided. ‘The 
case ig, all through, a most intricate one, and 
admits of a little historical detail in order to 
be understood. In 1841, Jobn Canniff willed 
ta his four daughters, share and share alike, 
Lot No. 6 in 1st con, Thurlow, (now in Belle- 
ville.)

Her eldest son and heir at-law, Peter 
Ruttan aboye mentioned, considering himself 
entitled to a seventh of his mother’s share, sold 
the same to one Benjamin Dougall, who 1m- 
mediately gave back to said Ruttan a mortgage 
in fee on the very same land, to secure the 
balance of the unpaid purchase money. This 
sale and mortgage being of an undivided share, 
affected the whole of Lot No. 6, as devised by 
said John Canniff. ‘Vhe interest or equity of 
redemption which Dougall had was seized, and 
sold under an Execution, and purchased by 
defendant Levesconte.

Tt appeared at the trial, that under these 
circumetances, and with notice of this incum- 
brance on Levesconte’s title, all the plaintiffs 
purchased from Leyesconte, or from persons 
who derived title through him. Peter Ruttan 
threatened to foreclose his mortgage; and at 
length fijed his bill for that pnrpose, and got 
his figal order for foreclosure, on the 3lst day 
of March 1866. 
Smith purchased from Ruttan his interest. 
The plaintiffs in the present suit allege in their 
bill that the jucchass from Ruttun by Smith 
took place before foreclosure. Smith on the 
other hand asserts in his answer to the bill, 
that the purchase actually took place something 
over a month after the foreclosure, This is 
the point of fact to which allusion is made a 
bove, 8 being decided at the trial or hearing 
of the cause. Before shewing the manner in 
which this point of fact was decided, it is well 
to state that the payer of the bill is in effect, 
that Smith should be declared a trustee for the 
plaintiffs, and that they should be allowed to 
pay him whatever he had to pay Ruttan. Le- 
vesconte it was evident had made default, in- 
asmuch as he had allowed Ruttan to foreclose, 
and he appears bound to be in default to the 
end of the chapter, as he had even allowed the 
bill in this suit'to be taken po confesso against 
him. ‘’o establish the allegation in the plain- 
tift’s bill that Smith purchased from Ruttan 
before the foreclosure took place, the plaintiff 
called Peter Ruttan himself,— who on being 
asked whether he sold to Smith before or after 
the foreclosure, replied that he sold after the 
forec!osure, ~ whereupon the Chancellor asked 
him if he had not made an affidavit (which was 
used on the application referred to in the be- 
xinning of this report) wherein he had sworn 
that he sold to Smith before the foreclosure 
took plu he replied that he had made such 
an affidavit, but that he objocted at the time 
of making it to that part of it referring to the 
time of the purchase by Smith, afid that the 
young man who induced him to make the af 
fidavit, told him that it did not make any dif. 
ference, and that he would give Rutean a writ 
| ten undertaking that would make it all right,

creditors of the aaid Edward D. McMahon, 

It appears that in May, 1864, defendant, Edward 
D. McMahon, ubsconded from the Province, and that 
at that time be was largely indebted to the plaintiffs 
and other creditors. That shortly after he ubsconded 
the plaiutitls wud other creditors commenced proceed- 
ings oguinat hin under the Act in that bebalf, and re- 
covered judgmonts to the umount of $23,785. After 
hig indebtednew:, and betore he lett Pher Canada 
the said Edward D. MoMuhon conveyed to Michuol 
MoMahon certain real Kxtate in te Counties of 
Prince Edward, Hastings, and Lambton, respectively, 

The defendant, Michiel MoMuabon, aswerts in bis 
nnswer that he bought from said Edward bona fide 
and for valuable consideration, certian real Katate in 
Wellington, but which was subject to a mortyuge 5 
uleo, Water Lot B, in Belleville, which was subject 
to a mortgage to one Evans, who exercised the 
power of wale therein, and under this the defendant, 

ichuel MoMahou, becuine the purchaser, but Evans 
did not convey the same to the defendant. He also 
purchased 200 acres of Land jn Enniskillen, which 
Was subject to a mortgage; ulso, about LUO acres of 
land sn the Township of Hountingtindon, being part 
of Lin 6th Concession. He also purchased certain 
mortgages from Edward McMahon on property iu the 
city of Toronto. In December, 1863, Michael pur- 
chased from Edward two houses und premises in the 
village of Stirling, of which he was the wanignes of 
A mortgage mude therein, by one Higgins to one 
Cump, who assigned the same to Edward McMahon. 
‘The defendant, Samuel Burnett, hud purchased from 
A. H. Wallbridge Lot 1 in 7th Con. Huntingdon, be- 
fore mentioned, who had taken & conveyance of it 
from Michael McMahon, in order to eutisty Burnett, 
who preferred Wiallbridge’s covenants to those o! 
Michael McMuhon. 

Michael MoMuhon proved the consideration money 
paid by him to Edward, by the several witnesses to 
the conveyances, and which in round numbers was 
about halt the estimated value of the property con- 
veyed. ‘The plttls proved by one Dwyer,thut Michuel 
McMuhon knew at the time of purchasing that Ed- 
ward intended to leave the country, or as Lue witness 
suid ‘to parts unknown.’ Michael McMuhon con- 
tradicted this witness, or showed the motive by which 
the witness was actuated, by producing lettérs trom 
suid Dwyer, in which he bad said he would sweur 
for the Bunk if they would give him $2,500, bat if 
Mike gave him $1,000 he would sweur forhim. A 
Mr. Powers, of iutfilo, swore that said Dwyer told 
him in Butfalo in Auguat, 1800, ** thut he would swear 
for the Bank for $2,900, it Mike did not give him 
$1,000, and as folks were now going in for stamps, 
they conld join aguinst defendant, Michael, and make 
something out of him.” 

Mr. Mucarrow, of Kingston, was called, who drew 
several of the usignments of the property in ques- 
tion, and who, baving proved the actual paymeuts of 
the cousideration money in the assignments, said that 
he bud wt the time « strong impression on his mind 
that Edward MoMuhon wus ubont to leave the coun- 
try, und that he could not bave got that impression 
in any ovher way than through the McMulons.

‘The Chancellor said that a transfer of property 
would be fraudulent us aguinst creditors, under the 
Statate of Elizabeth, unless made dona fide, und for 
valuable consideration, and without notice to Le pur- 
cbaser of uny fraudulent intent on the part of the seller, 
—und linst,that Michael appeared to have paid valuable 
considération for the property. Second, the notice he 
ad of Edwurd’s intent to leave the country uppear- 
ed lo ave been established by the evidencé of Muc- 
arrow: The evidence of the witness Dwyer he had 
concluded to discurd ultogether, uud had made a note 
to that elfect, from the manner in which he guve it, 
and the motive by which it was actuated, but when 
he found Mucarrow confirming it in us fur as it tend- 
ed that Michuel bad knowledge or notice of Edward's 
intention of leaving the country, be bad to allow 
Dyyer's evidence, which, taken together, made the 
whole transactions fraudulent aud void within the 
Statute, 

The Chancellor therefore declared the conveyances 
and assiguments frandulent and void, as against the 
plaintiffs and the ouber uuaching creditors.
